—In pursuance of clause (a) of section 4 of 1 the Two-Mem¬ 
ber Constituencies (Abolition) Act, 1961, the Election Commission hereby 
publishes its proposals in regard to the matters mentioned in section 3 of 
the said Act as respects the Union Territory of Delhi and specifies the 
29th June, 19s61, as the date on or after which the proposals will be fur¬ 
ther considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals should reach 
the Secretary of the Election Commission (No. 1, Aurangzeb Road, New 
Delhi-11), before the said date. It would facilitate prompt consideration 
if they are in English. 


PROPOSALS 

In the Union Territory of Delhi, there is only one two-member parlia¬ 
mentary constituency, namely the Outer Delhi parliamentary consti¬ 
tuency, one seat in which is reserved for the scheduled castes of the Union 
Territory. The extent of this constituency is given in the Delimitation 
of Parliamentary and Assembly Constituencies Order, 1956, as follows: — 

397. Outer Delhi (SC).—Divisions Nos. 31 to 33, 37 and 42 to 50 of 
Delhi municipality; West Delhi municipality; South Delhi 
municipality; Delhi Contonment Board Area; Delhi qanungo 
circle including Shahdara municipality and Nazul circle; 
Narela qanungo circle including Narela Notified Area; 
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Najafgarh qanun go circle including Naj afgarh Notified Area; 
Mehrauli qanungo circle including Mehrauli Notified Area; 
and Palam qanungo circle. 

[Note.—The names of the divisions of the erstwhile Delhi municipality 
referred to above were as follows: — 

(31) Model Basti; (32) Manak Pura; (33) Qasab Pura; (37) Motia 
Khan; (42) Khajoor Road; (43) Tibbia College; (44) Kishan

2. It is proposed to divide this constituency into two single-member 
constituencies, to be known respectively, as ‘Outer Delhi’ and ‘Karol Bagh*' 
parliamentary constituencies. Their extent will be as follows: — 

397. Outer Delhi. —Division No. 50 of Delhi municipality; Delhi Can¬ 
tonment Board Area; South Delhi municipality; Delhi qanungo- 
circle including Shahdara municipality and Nazul circle; 
Narela qanungo circle including Narela Notified Area; Najaf¬ 
garh qanungo circle including Najafgarh Notified Area, and 
Mehrauli qanungo circle including Mehrauli Notified Area. 

397A. Karol Bagh (S.C.).—Divisions Nos. 31 to 33, 37 and 42 to 49* 
of Delhi municipality; West Delhi municipality and Palam 
qanungo circle. 

All references to territorial divisions of the Union Territory in the- 
above description of extent shall be construed as references to those divi¬ 
sions as on the 1st day of December, 1956, i.e. before the formation of the 
Municipal Corporation of Delhi and the wards thereof. 

3. Since it appears to the Election Commission that the Karol Bagh 
constituency as delimited above has the greater concentration of the popu¬ 
lation of the scheduled castes, the seat in this constituency will be reser¬ 
ved for the scheduled castes of the Union Territory.

398A. Sirmur (SC).—Sirmur district; and Solan, Arki and Kasumpti 
and Suni sub-tahsil of Mahasu district. 

3. Since it appears to the Commission that the Sirmur constituency as 
delimited above has the greater concentration of the population of the 
scheduled castes, the seat in this constituency will be reserved for the 
scheduled castes of the Union Territory.

Since it appears to the Commission that the Tripura East consti¬ 
tuency as delimited above has the greater concentration of the population 
of the Scheduled tribes, the seat in this constituency will be reserved for 
the scheduled tribes of the Union Territory.
